POLICE INQUIRY AT 
CASTLEDERG.

CHARGES AGAINST TWO 
CONSTABLES. 


A police inguiry was held at Castlederg, 
County Tyrone, regarding charges preferred 
against Constables M'Connell and Boyd, of 
Castlederg, as to patrol duty on a recent, date. 
The constables were represented by Mr. John 
Elliott, Messrs. Elliott and Clark, solicitors, 
Strabane. 

Giving evidence, Sergeant Kerr stated that 
ha told Constable M‘Connell to be at the 
barrack at 6.15 the next morning for patrol, 
and he told Constable Boyd to call him (the 
sergeant) before six o’clock in the morning. 
He got up at 7.10 the next morning, and 
went to the day room and saw Constable 

3ovd, who said that the alarm clock was 
‘‘ burst up.” The witness examined the 
clock and found that it was run down, but 
on winding it it worked all right. Constable 
M Connell did not arrive at the barrack until 
shortly before nine o'clock, when he said that 
he had also set his alarm clock at home, but 
that he slept on and did not hear it ring. 

Constable Hogg, Strabane. said that he was 
in the day room “when the ser geant’s instruc- 
tions were given. When Sergeant Kerr had 
left the day room, about 11 o'clock at night, 
Constable M‘Connell said that he would not 
go on patrol and that the clock could be set 
so that it would not go off. 

In cross-examination, the witness denied 
that he had played cards for an hour after 
the sergeant had left with Constables M‘Con- 
nell, Boyd and M‘Cartney. He admitted 
having told Mr. Robert Mitchell, a grocer in 
Castlederg, on the following day that Con- 
stables M‘Conneli and Boyd were reported. 

For the defence, Constable M‘Cartney 
proved that after Sergeant Kerr left on that 
night at. 11 o'clock M‘Connell, Boyd, and 
Constable Hogg played cards until 12 o'clock, 
when the party broke up, and that he went 
upstairs to bed, followed by Constable Hogg, 
and that he did not hear any remarks. as 
alleged, about M‘Connell stopping the clock. 

Constable M‘Connell corroborated this evi- 
dence, and denied that the statements re- 
ferred to had been made. He also stated that 
the clock had been out of order for a con- 
siderable time, and that he had not set the 
clock on the previous night, as the clock was 
not a good one. 

As to the clock, he was corroborated by 
Constable M‘Cartney. 

Mr. Robert Mitchell was also examined for 
the defence, and stated that he made no 
allegations against Constables M‘Connell or 
Boyd. and that Constable Hogg had volun- 
teered the statement to him that Constables 
M‘Connell and Boyd were ‘‘in report,” and 
that he would get them fined in £5 or £2 and 
transferred. 

Statements were handed in by Constables 
M‘Connell and Boyd, and the decision of the 
court will be announced in due course.

ESCAPE OF THE OCCUPANTS 

On Saturday morning Mrs. Richardson, 
with her family of four children, had a 
fortunate escape when her house in Purcell’s 
Fields, Bray, collapsed.

Notice had been served on the owner that 
the building was dangerous, and the ownsr 
had obtained an order for possession, but a 
stay was granted to enable Mrs. Richardson 
to secure other accommodation. 


PORTER BOTTLES EVERY- 
WHERE. 


EVIDENCE IN NORTHERN 
LICENSING PROSECUTION. 


At a Special Licensing Court on Saturday 
in Enniskillen, Peter M’Avinney, a grocer 
and draper, of Newtownbutler, who-also owns 
a publichouse in Maguiresbridge, was prose- 
cuted for selling intoxicating drink at New- 
townbutler on 15th August last on the occa- 
sion of a Hibernian demonstration. A large 
number of men were also prosecuted for aid- 
ing and abetting, and being on the premises. 

The 15th August was on a Sunday, and 
Sergeant Cahillan, Royal Ulster Constabulary, 
was standing at the Cross about 2.30 p.m. 
when he noticed a number of men entering 
the defendant’s yard. He saw John Neeson, 
auxiliary postman, of Lisnaskea, hurriedly 
turn and run into the defendant’s yard. The 
witness followed him, and heard Neeson 
shout: “ Police, police; you are caught; run, 
run.” The witness. held all of them up, and 
noticed men throwing bottles on the ground. 
Behind an improvised bar there were the 
defendant and two others with their sleeves 
rolled serving out drink. 

The witness then conducted a search of the 
premises, and he found porter bottles every- 
where—in the bedrooms, the sittingroom, the 
shop, the kitchen. He found in all 504 empty 
bottles, some bottles of wine, and also sixty- 
two bottles full of porter. 

Constable West said that when he entreed 
the kitchen the place was littered with corks, 
bottles and straw. 

Nesson, who was amongst those who were 
prosecuted, denied having given the warning, 
and Mr M.. E. Knight, solicitor for the 
other defendants, admitted the offence. He 
could only urge the frailty of human nature 
on the part of M‘Avinney, who had tried to 
make money. 

The Court fined M’Avinney £10 and ce 
and all the other defendants 5s. and costs, 
except John M’Govern, Feaugh, whose ex- 
planation they accepted, 

It was ordered that the full bottles be 
offered to the Workhouse or the County Hos- 
pital, and, if they are refused, they are to be 
forfeite” the empty bottles to be given back 
to M’Avinney. 

Later an objection was made to the renewal 
of M’Avinney’s licence in Maguiresbridge, bnt 
the Court, in view of his past good record, 
decided not to endorse the licence or to 


refuse the renewal.

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‘REVOLVERS IN A BAG. = DUBLIN 


IRISHMAN CAUGHT IN 
LONDON. 


Stated to be one of nineteen men who 
escaped last year from Mountjoy Prison, 
Dublin, where he had been detained on a 
charge of treason, James Killeen (31) was 
charged on remand at Old street Police Court, 
London, on Saturday with being in possession 
of a suit case containing fiftegn six-chambered 
revolvers and 105 rounds of ball revolver 
ammunition, supposed stolen or unlawfully 
obtained, at City road, Shoreditch, and also 
with having in his possession sixteen revolvers 
and 105 rounds of ammunition without having 
a certificate authorising him to do so, and 
refusing to declare his name and address. 

At the previous hearing Detective-Sergeant 
Foster, of New Scotland Yard, stated that, 
while at the junction of City road and Old 
street, he saw the prisoner alighting from a 
tramcar. His attention was attracted to him 
because of the difficulty the accused ex- 
perienced in lifting a suit case from the 
tramcar. When stopped and questioned as to 
the contents of the suit case, prisoner said : 
“ All right; I have guns.” 

In reply to Mr. Clarke Hall, Killeen, who 
was wearing a neat blue suit and black tie, 
said that he had no questions to ask. . 

Mr. Clarke Hall said that he was not 
satisfied that the revolvers were stolen, and 
the prisones would he discharged on that 
count. He was satisfied, however, that pri- 
soner had the revolvers and ammunition with- 
out a certificate, and he proposed to pass 
sentence on that charge. 

Detective-Sergeant Foster said that from in- 
formation from the Free State authorities it 

appeared that the prisoner was. detained on 
a charge of treason at Mountjoy Prison in 
1925, and that he and eighteen others 
escaped. Two officers from Ireland were pre- 
sent, and knew prisoner as a member of an 
irregular body who called themselves Re- 
publ icans. 

The Deputy Governor of Mountjoy Prison 
said that the prisoner was wanted in Ireland, 
and application would be made for his extradi- 
tien. 

Mr. Clarke Hall said that he felt compelled 
to pass the maximum sentence, because the 
prisoner was in England and had 
smuggled in these arms. Jt was an extremely 
dangerous thing for England, and also for 
prisoner's own country. He must do his best 
to put an end to that state of things. 

Sentence of three months’ imprisonment 
was passed.

MINISTER'S SCHEME TO END 
WAGE DISPUTE. 

The scheme submitted by the Minister con- 
sulted in reference to the wage dispute at the 
Mullingar Mental Hospital was unanimously 
adopted at, a meeting of the Hospital Com- 
mittee iast Saturday. 

The scheme provides for the re-gradi ng of 
the staff, with remuneration based on inclu- 
give cash wages, instead of the present 
system—long service pay, ration money and 
lodging allowance. All employés, other than 
tradesmen or farm workers, who are not en- 
gayed in the actual care and nursing of the 
patients, under the scheme, would be trans- 
ferred to the domestic or servant class. 

The Committee decided to refer the ques- 
tion of hours—another aspect of the dispute— 
to the sub-committee which has been in- 
vestigating the matter, and resolved to accent 
whatever finding was reached and put the 


scheme into operation on the Ist October 
next.

Thomas Burns, described as a bookmaker. 
of Merrion street, Dublin, was returned for 
trial on bail at Mulli ingar District Court last 
Saturday on the charge of causing’the death 
of Mrs. Rose Reilly, aged 46, of Hardwood, 
Kinnegad, a servant in the Civic Guard 
barracks at Kinnegad, by knocking her. down 
with a motor car.

THE OUTLOOK. 

' Slowly the financial world is shaking off the 
lethargy which has been even more pronounced 
than usual during thé past holiday season, 
owing: to the incidence of: the coal strike and 
the disinclination tomake any important move 
until a settlement is certain, Hopes of agree 
ment have so frequently been thwarted that 
the disposition to await the accomplished fact 
is comprehendable, especially as there is some 
doubt as to how the markets would receive the 
end of the dispute. For some time past the 
general trend of prices has been upwards, 
owing mainly to the action’ of professionals 
who have bought in the expectation that the 
public would come in and relieve them of 
their holdings at higher prices when the coal 
trouble was over. It does not follow, how- 
ever, that these hopes will be fulfilled, There 
are signs of important new issues pending, 
and these will attract a good deal of the 
capital which would otherwise be available 
for investment in the normal channels (writes 
The Sunday Times), Speculative business, at 
all events until a coal settlement is reached, 
seems likely to continue centred in the 
Mining markets. Bearing in mind the dis- 
position of the Stock Exchange to concentrate 
upon one group at a time, we are quite pre- 
pared to see the movement in Tin shares 
develop into a positive boom if sufficient 
public support is enlisted. In that event 
those who secured good shares at lower prices 
will, no doubt, consider the wisdom of taking 
‘their profits, though as speculative lock-ups a 
wide selection can still be made in the Eastern 
group for dividends, with the prospect of 
further capital appreciation. Especially can 
attention be drawn to the potentialities of 
Malayan Dredging, Kramat Pulai, Renong 
Siamese, Tavoy, and Tronoh. That Kaffirs 
also promise to enjoy a fresh speculative 
vogue is evidenced by the marked revival of 
interest in Rand producers, founded upon the 
exceedingly important developments transpir- 
ing in Sub Nigels, Van Ryn, and West Rand 
Consolidated. The shares of these companies 
have been a feature of the market during the 
past week, and look like remaining so for a 
considerable period. Investors may also find at- 
tractive such sound dividend payers as Johnnies, 
New Modders, Geduld, Springs, and General 
Mining. Rhodesian base metal shares have 
been described as the “rich man’s gamble,’’ 
but their influential backing foreshadows 
participation in the autumn movement

Tin has had several

RISING PETROL CONSUMPTION. 

An examination of the latest figures regard- 
ing American petrol consumption and the 
automobile registrations again shows that the 
consumption of petrol per car is still inereas- 
ing substantially. It is estimated on the 
strength of these statistics that against a 1925 
consumption of 478 gallons per car per annum 
in £0 States for which figures are available, 
the consumption for the whole of this year 
will probably rise to 534 gallons per car. 
Despite thé large numbers of cars already in 
use in America, it appears that the population 
can still absorb more; for the number of ears 
registered at Ist July last showed a 12 per 
cent. increase over the number at Ist July. 
1925. The principal cause of the increased 
consumption per vehicle is probably the grow- 
ing use of omnibuses and motor Jurries. This 
is, of course, facilitated by the great growth 
in the mileage of good roads in many States. 
The increased popularity of the closed car, 
permitting of motoring in all weathers, is 
another important factor. 


BRITISH INTERESTS 
YANGTSE. 

Considerable anxiety is now being felt by 
British firms trading in China regarding the 
situation there. Very important British 
interests are concentrated along the banks of 
the Yangtse River, where the main centre 
of the trouble is. Very little news has yet 
been received by business firms in London, 
and this is adding to their anxiety. Nineteen 
British firms have oftices in Hankow, and 
premises to the value of many thousands of 
pounds are involved. Several other British 
firms have less important stations at other 
ports along the river. City offices of the 
irms concerned are now anxiously awaiting 
news in answer to cables.

MANCHESTER MARKETS REVIEW. 
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From Our COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

With the close of the week there is a 
better undercurrent in the provision trade 
generally, and, if only a satisfactory and last- 
ing settlement of the unfortunate coal dispute 
can be arrived at, a lengthy period of pro- 
sperity could, doubtless, be looked forward 
to. Available supplies of bacon in this centre 
have been well cleared, and it is very evident 
that the recent reduction in prices has had a 
stimulating effect on the demand. Offerings 
of Irish have been by no means heavy, but 
buyers have shown little inclination to operate 
to any great extent, due, no doubt, to the 
low prices ruling for other cures. So far as 
Danish is concerned, had the market been 
more settled there would have scarcely been 
sufficient choice bacon to go round, and a 
noteworthy fact is that this description 1s 
now 16s. lower than at the corresponding 
neriod of last year. The increased arrivals of 
Dutch sides, which were obtainable at at- 
tractive prices, has also to be taken into 
account when reviewing the general’ position. 
The butter market is considerably stronger, 
and, although Denmark has advanced its 
official quotations by four kroner, this by no 
means represents the position in this country, 
spot. prices being fully 4s. to 5s. over last 
Tuesday’s rates. Whether this rally is merely 
a fiash in the pan or that the position will be 
sustained for any length of time it is difficult 
ta say, in view of the rapid changes which 
have heen experienced from day to day for 
some time past. Finest fresh Irish creamery 
butter meets with a ready sale at fairly high 
prices, but, unfortunately, merchants complain 
that a by far too large proportion of present 
arrivals can by no means be described as 
coming under this category, and retailers will 
not buy any class of butter unless they can 
be assured of a reasonable unifcrmity in 
quality. It is interesting to note that the 
New Zealand Dairy Produce Board has de- 
cided to put its control scheme into operation 
on the Ist September, and has issued to 
certain agents a document showing the terms 
on which it will do business. The develop- 
ment.of this singular form of the butter 
trade will be followed with interest. There 
is reason to believe that a great majority of 
the dairy interests in New Zealand object to 
the proposed control, and that also the pro- 
vision trade in Great Britain is averse to 
the proposal, believing that it will do the 
trade much injury and bring no benefit to the 
consumer. While the production of eggs is 
decreasing, the position of late has been some- 
what difficult to gauge. The costs of produc- 
tion have been high, and in many cases sales 
have been made at prices which can hardly 
be described as remunerative. It may appear 
somewhat paradoxical, but the fact remains 
that higher prices are now being asked for 
stored goods than those ruling for the fresh 
article. 

Trade at Salford Cattle Market on Tuesday 
was slow. The quality of the fat cattle on 
offer was of a very moderate character, and 
good, ripe, well-finished beasts were con- 


spicuous by their absence. Sheep and lambs

Proof, they state at the close of their 
argument, has been forthcoming with respect 
to the carcases of pigs from the Continent, 
making it imperative to impose prohibition 
in order to protect this country from a proved 
channel of infection. Business at the Man- 
chester Dead Meat Market has again been dull 
and uninteresting, and, although there have 
not been any great fluctuations in prices, any 
movement has tended to favour the wuyer. 
Trade for dead poultry continues very quiet, 


but available supplies of grouse and partridge 
meet a ready sale.

The New Party. 


Yesterday the first guns were fired in an 
electoral campaign which, no doubt, will 
be waged steadily during the coming 
months. President Cosgrave defended his 
Government’s record at Listowel; and at 
Waterford, the chief stronghold of the 
former Redmondite Party, Captain 
William. Redmond and Mr. Thomas 
O’Donnell inaugurated the party which 
is to inherit the virtues, but not the 


errors, of the old Nationalism. Captain | order to check the activity of anarchists, 
Redmond’s speech added nothing to the! most of whom, he declared, hatched their 


preliminary manifesto which was published 
five days ago. The new party is planning 
to become “a strong, comprehensive, 
cohesive Opposition’’ in the Free State 
Parliament, and, in due course, to seize 
the reins of government. It will accept 
the Free State Constitution, will strive 
for Irish unity, and will safeguard the 
citizen's life, property and _ invested 
capital—against what existing dangers? 
It will be the champion of sound 
economics, including the reduction of 
taxation and of public expenditure; and 
it will try to find solutions for the 
problems of uhemployment and of internal 
transport. Messrs. Redmond and O'Donnell 
pointed their speeches with pungent and 
(On Mr. O’Donnell’s case) abusive 
criticisms of the Free State Government’s 
temperament and conduct. Some of these 
criticisms were sound; yet, after a mani- 
festo- and a public meeting, the country, if 
it is not more perspicacious than ourselves, 
will continue to ask: ‘ Why does this 
particular party suppose that it can do 
what other parties have failed to do? 
what respect will it differ from. other 
minorities? What new element: will it 
introduce into Free State politics?” _ 

There is no feature of the new party’s 
programme which is not the common 
property of at least two of the present 
minorities in Dail Eireann. Furthermore. 
all the policies which Captain Redmond 
announced yesterday are also the avowed 
policies of the Free State Government. 
Thus the proposed Opposition, in so far 
as it has revealed its intentions, differs 
from the Government on no question of 
principle, but only on questions of ways 
and means. Was there ever in history 
a parliamentary Opposition that did not 
differ in at least one vital principle from 
the Government which it sought to re- 
place? Must we suppose that in the Free 
State alone politics contain no factors 
that invite, and even compel, conflicts of 
principle? Has the new party ignored 
the fact that the Saorstat is divided 
sharply on the issue of protection versus 
free trade, and that the farmers, as a 
whole, are definitely hostile to the Govern- 
ment’s policy of ‘‘ selective protection 7” 
Will it resist or will it approve that 
policy ;. and, if it approves, how will it be 
able to call itself an Opposition, since, in 
the words of the late Lord Ashbourne’s 
sonorous platitude, ‘‘ the function of an 
Opposition is to oppose ?’’ Mr. O'Donnell 
was one of the founders of the ‘‘ language 
movement.’’ Does he support the prin- 
ciple which is being honoured by a huge 
expenditure on the artificial propagation 
of the Irish language? Surely a principle 
is involved in the Government's still 
querulous and suspicious outlook upon\the 
Saorstat’s status in the British Sein 
wealth. Captain Redmond made a very 
sensible reference yesterday to the value 
of the Imperial Conference, but he did not 
say frankly that his new party would 
stand for the policy of a generous and 
enlightened imperialism. 

The spirit of our criticism is not 
destructive. We are convinced that the 
Free State's best interests require a 
healthy Opposition in Parliament, and 
that national affairs would gain stability 
from the prospect of an alternative 
Government. For: the moment, “however, 
we see small likelihood that the new party 
will fulfil the hopes of a very large number 
of Irishmen. Certainly it has made an 
initial mistake in proclaiming itself an 
Opposition before it has evolved—or, at 
any rate, is able to publish—a programme 
which would justify the use of that title. 
The policy which was announced at 
Waterford would doom the new party to 
be a mere group of. dissentients in an 


assembly which already is mischievously.

If his appeal, having been 
reinforced by principles, produces five men 
who can equal in brains and courage the 
five best members of Mr. Cosgrave’s Execu- 
tive, the long-desired Opposition will be in 
sight. . 


Signor Mussolini’s Escape. 

Signor Mussolini to have a 
charmed life. As he was driving last 
Saturday morning from his Roman villa 
to his office at the Chigi Palace, a young 
man threw a bomb. at his motor car. 
Fortunately, the bomb rebounded from the 
door of the car and exploded harmlessly 
on the roadway; but, if the criminal’s aim 
had been true, nothing could have saved 
the Duce. With characteristic. coolness 
Signor Mussolini continued his drive to 
his office, where he transacted his usual 
business as if nothing had happened. The 
youth who tried to assassinate him was 
captured by the police, 
having been rescued with difficulty from 
the fury of the crowds which attempted 
to lynch him.

He .is a young Italian, 
named Ermete Giovannini, who had just 
arrived, in Italy from France, whence, 
apparently, he had managed to cross the 
frontier without. a passport. The police 
believe that he was only one of a gang. 
In a speech which he made later in the 
day to his supporters the Italian Premier 
referred in vigorous terms to his escape. 
He counselled the people to remain calm, 
but asserted that an end must be made 
to crimes of this kind. Hitherto punish- 
ment for murder in Italy has been solitary 
confinement for life. Signor Mussolini, 
however, announced last Saturday that 
capital punishment must be restored in 


plots in France—a. circumstance. which 
provoked him to some very outspoken 
The French -Chargé d’Affaires 
in Rome has protested against a statement 
in an Italian newspaper charging France 
with connivance at the schemes of Italy s 
enemies ; but the fact that Giovannini is 
an Italian suggests that this charge is 
groundless. The whole civilised world 
will congratulate Signor Mussolini on his 
remarkable escape from death. In his 
speech last Saturday he gloried in the fact 
that his ambition was to live dangerously. 
Since his advent to power four years agu 
he certainly has faced and overcome many 
risks; but he owes a duty to the Italian 
people and ought to take fewer chances. 
No man could have organised and carried 
into effect the programme of the Fascist 
party without making enemies. Ruthless 
and determined action has driven the 
sinister forces of Communism under- 
ground in Italy; but they are still there 
and cannot be ignored. The death of 
Signor Mussolini would throw the. whole 
into chaos. Without his sure 
hand at the wheel, Italy would be exposed 
to all the horrors of the period that 
preceded the Fascist revolution, when the 
very basis of civilised society was in 
danger. For that reason his loss at the 
moment would be a European misfortune. 
Italy’s help is needed in the solution of 
many delicate problems which 
recently; and, so far as the 
world is concerned, 
Mussolini.

ia Free State Housing. 


President Cosgrave’s remarks concern- 
ing Kerry s activity in the provision of 
new houses for its people draw attention 
once more to the progress of housing in 
the Free State. Eight thousand houses in 
all have been built under the two Housing 
Acts of 1924 and 1925. Grants to the 
amount of £625,603 already have been 
given, and a substantial sum of money is 
still available. Of the houses that have 
been built the majority is composed of 
five-roomed dwellings. Only 357 three- 
roomed cottages have been built, while the 
number with four rooms is 1,398. These 
houses have been built by private enter- 
prise, mostly on rural sites; but the num- 
ber of new dwellings in the urban dis- 
tricts is disappointingly small, In Dublin 
fairly satisfactory progress has been made. 
Under the “million pound scheme” of 
1922 the first part of the Marino settle- 
ment has been completed, and the City 
Commissioners propose to inaugurate a 
new scheme in the area between the Upper 
Drumcondra road and Glasnevin. Now 
that Professor Abercrombie has been in- 
vited to report on the town-planning possi- 
bilities of Dublin, we hope that nothing 
will be done in a slipshod or haphazard 
way. It may be argued, of course, that 
any house is better than none, and there 
is no doubt that the need of Dublin for 
housing accommodation is urgent; but 
from the esthetic point of view we must 
regret that some of the new colonies which 
have sprung up since the war are eye- 
sores that not only detract from the 
beauty of the city, but must exercise a 
most depressing influence on the unfortu- 
nate people who are forced to live in them. 
The difference between the old and the 
sew slums is only a matter of degree. -If 
anything, indeed, the old slums have the 
advantagé ; ‘for they must ‘collapse in the 
near futuré, while the new buildings, 
being largely of concrete, have been given 
a considerable lease of life. It is as easy 
to build a beautiful house as an ugly 
house; and we hope that Professor Aber- 
crombie will insist that henceforward no 
scheme shall be approved unless it satis- 
fies the simpler conditions of tasteful 
architecture. 


Ancient Monuments. 


Among the countries of Western Europe 
few exceed Ireland in their wealth of 


ancient monuments. Our island abounds 
in priceless relics of a storied past— ' 


Dublin alone is teeming with monuments | 
of antiquity—and in many parts of the 
country splendid ruins are falling into 
complete decay through neglect. The 
Ministry for Finance in Northern Ireland 
has issued a little booklet through the 
Belfast. Stationery Office, giving an 
account. of the various monuments. which 
it has taken under its care. When the 
‘Six County Government was established 
the guardianship of ancient monuments 
was transferred from the Board of Works 
in Dublin to the Ministry for Finance in 
Belfast, and Mr. Pollock’s department 
seems to have done its work. uncommonly 
well. Under the Ancient Monuments Act 
(Northern Ireland) of thé present year the 
Northern Government has acquired con- 
siderable powers. The Six Counties are full 
of antiquarian and historic interest, From 
Carrickfergus Castle, which was besieged 
by John in 1210, and under the shadow 
of which William III. landed in 1690, to 
Devenish Abbey in County Fermanagh, 
Ulster is studded with ancient relics. The 
Cistercian Abbeys of Inch and Greyahbey 
in County Down, the fine old churches of 
County Derry and the Celtic crosses in 
County Tyrone are among the best of 
their kind, while throughout the province 
are scattered cromlechs and druidical 
remains. The Northern Government has 
set a useful example to the Free State. 
In the popular conception the people of 
the Six Counties are dour, unimaginative 
folk, who have little time or use for 
things of beauty. Our Southern race, on 
the other hand, is famed for its poetic 
outlook and its disdain for the material 
things of life. What is being done in 
the Free State to preserve and tend her 
store of ancient monuments? Surely, her 
Government will not allow the North to 
outdo it in pious duty.

THE DISTRACTIONS OF JOY. 

Speaking at the Industrial Welfare 
Society’s Conference, at Oxford yesterday, 
Professor W. R. Lethaby, Surveyor of West- 
minster Abbey, said that when he thought of 
the extent and apparatus of modern thought, 
and the chronicling of‘it in the Press, he 
blushed all over. Our devotion to sport was 
a disease caused by the divorce of art from 
labour. ‘‘If we found our sport in labour,” 
he added, “we should not need it on the 
vast and extravagant golf courses. It would 
be terrible, I believe, if it were possible to 
get away from labour. What a dull and 
ignorant world it would be if we were all 
discussing evolution, relativity ~ and the 
quantum theory, and there were no more 
ships sailing, sheep-shearing, ploughing and 


harvesting.’ 

Continuing, he said—‘‘ Masonry, _ brick- 
laying, carpentry, house-painting and plumb- 
ing have all to be renewed. Weaving and 
clothing, furniture-making, pottery-making, 
and cutlery need all to he investigated, whilst 
cradles, coffins and tombs have -to be 
reformed. 

“The external effort to amuse and quiet 
labour has toe often mistakenly opened up 
distractions foreign to ways of workmanship. 
For two centuries we have been carefuliy 
dissociating joy from labour, until we 
left it bleak. dark, and grim, while in the 
name of philanthrophy we have set up the 
idea of delight away from it, in books, and 
billiards, clubs, and cricket.”

SIR E. GRANT BURLS. 

Sir Edwin Grant Burls died suddenly at 
his home at Shortlands, Kent, on Friday last, 
aged 835 years. For forty-four years he had 
worked in the Stores Department of the India 
Office. After long service he became Assist- 
ant Director-General of the Stores, and in 
1896 he was appointed head of the depart- 
ment. In 1902 he was created C€.S.I., and 
on his retirement, seven years later, he re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood

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SIR GEORGE HOLFORD. 

The death, early on last Saturday morning, 
at his residence, Weston Birt. House, Tetbury, 
of Lieutenant-Colonel Sir George (Lindsay) 
Holford, at the age of 66 years, ends a long 
association with the Royal Family. Sir 
George was a close personal friend of the 
late King Edward and Queen Alexandra, to 
whom he acted as Equerry-in- Waiting. 

The son of the late Mr. Robert Stayner 
Holford and Mary Ann, daughter of General 
James Lindsay, M.P., Sir George was 
educated at Eton, and in 1880 he joined the 
1st Life Guards. From 1882 to 1892 he was 
Equerry-in-Waiting to the late Duke of 
Clarence, and afterwards he acted in the 
Same capacity to King Edward until the time 
of his death, and was an extra Equerry to 
the present King. Sir George had been 
Colonel Commanding the Life Guards, and 
was very popular throughout the Service. He 
was an Esquire of the Order of St. John 
of Jerusalem in England, and a Commander, 
with Star, of the Vasa Order of Sweden. 
In 1912 he married Miss Wilson, a member 
of a well-known Yorkshire family. 

Sir George Holford was an active cultivator 
of rare trees and plants. His orchid house 
and gardens were Re and he had intro- 
duced many new specimens of orchid to Eng. 
land. Dorchester House, his Park lane resi- 
dence, has been described as the finest private 
house in London. 


PRINCE OF WALES IN PARIS, 


PARIS, Sunday. 

The Prince of Wales attended Divine Ser- 
vice at the British Embassy Church this morn- 
ing, the building being filied to overflowing. 
Afterwards he lunched with Lord Crewe, the

THE COAL CRISIS, 


TO THE EDJTOR OF FHE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—According to your correspondent, Mr. 
Peet. of Dalkey, the great Lancashire manu- 
facturers are a parcel of fools and do not 
know their business; for, if they did, they 
would agree with him that what is being 
exported to these countries from Belgian, 
German and French collieries as ‘‘ coal,” at 
famine prices, is far superior to British coal. 
Mr. Peet claims that the anthracite coal in 
Castlecomer and the Arigna collieries gives 
excellent results, but he does not tell us the 
quantities available for Dublin manufacturers, 
or the prices at which these could be delivered 
here, assuming that they were found suitable 
in every day practice. Castlecomer coal is 
admittedly rich in carbon, but mills which 
have experimented with it in the past have 
fallen back on British coal. 3 

Mr. Pcet considers that the nation realises 
how. fortunate it is in having this foreign 
stuff dumped in the Free State simultaneously 
with manufactured goods of all kinds from 
the same countries, at prices for which the 
best equipped and most up-to-date Trish 
manufacturer ‘could not produce them. Con-

_ “Of those who criticise us there is none so 
impudent as the nervy people who are respon- 
Sible for the fact that we ha: to spend the 
last four years working to our utmost capacity 
to get to the point from where we should 
have started in 1922.” 

People who had cost the country millions 
were now preaching about economy. Thev 
had come to the conclusion that the Army 
Should be dispensed with because it was un- 
necessary. The audience could imagine the 
President of the Burglars’ Union regretting 
the money ill-spent by the householder to 
provide bolts for his doors and windows. 
They could hear him protesting at the waste 
of paying for a licence for the watchdog.

The Government did not object to legiti- 
mate criticism, hut that did not mean that it 
was going to sit down under every attack. 
There was a limit even to blaming the 
Government. A lot was heard about trade 
depression, the .decline in population, un- 
employment, and so on. Was the Govern- 
ment to blame for the European war, and for 
the world-wide reaction which followed it? 
If the farmer paid twice its value for a farm 
and then went bankrupt, was the Government 
at fault? If the mackerel shoals changed 
their usual migration routes and avoided the 
irish shores should the -Government accept 
reseponsibility? Could the Government com- 
pel the individual citizen to eat more fish? 
Yet much of the criticism directed against 
the Government was of that species. It 
should be accepted that every positive act of 
& government was open to criticism. Jn 
considering legislation the greatest’ good of 
the greatest number had always to be the 
criterion. For that reason every Act passed 
fell short, in some measure, of the expecta- 
tions of some party or some interest. It was 
impossible to satisfy everybody. 


THE FIRST CONSIDERATION.

“I can authorise you to say that my 
appointment, is just now as it, always was. 
I hold my appointment at the pleasure of 
the Government.” 


This was the reply ol Mr. James 
McNeill, High Commissioner of the Irish 
Free State in London, when interviewed 
by an Irish Times representative last 
night. 


“I look upon my appointment as an 
honourable trust,” he continued, “but it 
is open to the Government to end it at 
any moment. As far as I know at present 
the Government has no intention of 
relieving me. I think that the rumour 
that has gained ground about my resigna- 
tion is really due to the fact that when 
dealing with any matters that lie a little 
ahead I always say ‘ provided I am here,’ 
but T have no intention of resigning. I 
would be quite content to be relieved of 
the position, but as long as the Govern- 
ment tells mg to stay, and that they think 
that is the best way I can be of use, I 
will. continue to hold office. 

“They may change their minds, but 
at the moment I have no intention to 
leave, and unless something extraordinary 
happens I am likely to be there for some 
time longer at all events.” 


TRADE WITH ENGLAND. 

Asked if ha had anything to say on the 
question of Irish trade and its prospects in 
England, Mr. MacNeill said that he would 
like to call attention to the recent report 
of the Imperial Economic Committee on the 
dairying industry, and on which all the 
Dominions, including the Free State, were 
represented. 

That Committee (of which Mr. 
was a member) made certain recommenda- 
tions as regards the dairying industry 
generally, with a view to the increased con- 
sumption of Empire products in - Great 
Britain. 

““ As regards Ireland. it amounts to this,” 
said Mr. MacNeill; ‘‘if we are to get the 
full advantage of our position and of our 
resources, our marketing must be more 
efficiently organised. I should say genera ly 
that the greater efficiency in products and 
in marketing we can attain, the bigger will 
be our exports. | 

““ As regards butter and eggs in particular, 
although much has been, and is being, done, 
I consider that still greater efficiency is pos- 
sible, with a consequent much larger 
market.” 

In this connection he mentioned that, Irish 
exporters might, find it less expensive, and 
conseguently more advantageous, to deliver 
- their goods in the great centres of population 
in the Western and. North-Western parts of 
Great Britain. 


BRITISH FARMER’S EFFORT. 
When questioned as to the effects of the 
restriction on the Continental shipment of 
pork into Great Britain, Mr. MacNeill ad- 
mitted that the restriction, of course, would 
help the Irish people and stimulate the 
demand for pork, but it would be well. to 
remember that the British farmer would be 
equally stimulated, and that, reacting to the 
stimulation, he was actually making serious 
efforts to provide, in his own country, the 
supply needed.

AN INCREASED DUTY.

With a view to cages | the export of 
French eggs to Britain, the Minister of Agri- 
culture has issued a decree increasing the 
export duty from 40 per cent. ad valorem 
to 50 per cent. Those in the trade are doubt- 
ful whether such a relatively small increase 
will have any effect in reducing exports. 
There has been an outcry in the papers 
recently at the manner im which French 
fruits. especially grapes, are being sent 
abroad, largely to Germany and Britain. 
Never before has fruit been as dear in France 
as this year.-—(Reuter.)

AIR PILOT KILLED.

ACCIDENT WHEN TRYING TO 
LAND. 

The Air Ministry announces that in an 
accident at Tilshead, Wiltshire, to a Bristol 
Fighter, of No. 2 Squadron, Manston, on 
Friday, Flying Officer Reginald Richard 
Reedman, the pilot. was killed, and Major 
Oliver Birkbeck. 108th (Suffolk and Norfolk 
Yeomanry) Field Brigade, Royal Artillery 
(T.A.), was seriously injured. 

The accident occurred when the machine 
was landing, after having performed certain 
exercises. It appears that the pilot tried to 
land, but, presumably on account of the un- 
suitability of the ground, ascended again 
before actually coming to the ground. It was 
while the second attempt was being made 
that something went wrong, and the machine 
crashed to earth. i 

Flying Officer Reedman, who _ received 
terrible injurics, was killed instantaneously, 
while Major Birkbeck sustained fractures of 
both hands and of the collar-bone, and was 
badly cut about the face. 

The machine was rendered a complete 
wreck, and the work of extricating the officers 
was somewhat difficult. The accident occurred 
in full view of the troops at West Down 


amp. 

Maior Birkbeck, after receiving medical 
attention, was removed to Tidworth Hospital. 
Since the beginning of August, eighteen 
Roval Air Force men have been killed in 
fving accidents, and the Royal Air Force 
death-roll this year totals sixty-four.

As his 
assailant, a young Italian, came from Mar- 
seilles, this statement is resented in Paris. 
The bomb was thrown at Mussolini’s 
motor car as he was driving to the Foreign 
Office. He escaped unhurt, but in the ex- 
plosion a number of people were injured. 
Signor Mussolini immediately ordered 
his chauffeur to drive on, and later issued 
instructions forbidding reprisals for the 
outrage. w 5 


A CHARMED LIFE. 


MUSSOLINI SMILES AT HIS 


 ESCAPE. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 


ROME, Saturday. 

This morning, for the second time 
within six months, Signor Benjto Musso- 
fini, Italy’s Dictator, escaped death at 
the hands of a would-be assassin. Had 
the trench grenade hurled to-day by the 
anarchist, Ermite Giovannini, struck an 
inch and a half lower, it would have fallen 
through the window of the limousine and 
would have blown the Premier, who was 
inside, to bits. 

Remembering the shot fired point-blank 
at him last April by the Irishwoman, the 
Hon. Violet Gibson, which wounded the 
Duce’s nose, Rome is convinced to-night 
that the Fascist chief has a charmed life. 


BLACK SHIRTS DEMONSTRATE. 

His escape has been followed by a storm 
of Fascist demonstrations, the “black shirts’”’ 
blossoming out with miraculous rapidity five 
minutes after the news of the attempted 
murder was known. Within an hour the 
whole city was swarming with gangs of 
Fascist youths, armed with canes, whips and 
clubs. They rolled through the streets for 
the most part in motor trucks, singing Fascist 
Anthems. 

The Duce himself took the incident with 
his usual calm and, when asked what he 
would have done if the bomb had penetrated 
the car, he replied: ‘‘ Why, I would have 
picked it up and thrown it back at the 
assassin.” 

Signor Mussolini appeared smiling, at the 
baleony of the Foreign Office this afternoon 
at-6 o'clock, and delivered a spirited address 
to a crowd of several thousands. He declared 
that. outside interference with Fascism must 
be stopped. 

WITHOUT A PASSPORT. 

The man who threw the bomb, when inter- 
rogated at police headquarters, said that his 
name was Ermite Giovannini; that, he was a 
Tuscan marble cutter, refuged in France; and 
that he had attended an anti-Fascist congress 
at Marseilles. 

. He told the authorities that he came from 
France a few days ago, without a passport, 
via Marseilles. He spent some time with 
his family, borrowed a small amount of money 
and came to Rome this morning. He then 
went to the Porta Pia, where he waited from, 
9.30 until 10.30, knowing that Signor 
Mussolini passed that spot every day on his 
way to his office, from his summer residence 
at the Villa Tortonia. 

‘EIGHT SPECTATORS WOUNDED. 

Two accomplices escaped. All three were 
dressed in black suits, black hats and red 
neckties. The bomb used was a military hand- 
grenade. ‘The bomb exploded without, hurt- 
ing the Duce, But it wounded eight specta- 
tors. Giovannini then hurled a second bomb 
at his pursuers, but it landed in the soft grass 
and failed to explode. : 

The Soviet and French Embassies are being 
heavily guarded. 


THE “ DUCE’S ” CALM. 


REJECTION OF SPECIAL 
PROTECTION. 


(From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT.) 
ROME, Saturday. 

Signor Mussolini's assailant was arrested by 
the police, who, however, had great, difficulty 
in rescuing him from the crowd, who 
attempted to lynch him. Several policemen 
were injured while protecting. him. 

Demonstrations are. now being organised in 
various parts of Rome, and are proceeding to 
the Palazzo Chigi to render homage to the 
Fascist leader. By now he is obtaining a 
legendary reputation among his followers as 2 
man whom it is useless to attack, since he is 
apparently under the special protection ol 
Providence. 

The assailant, who ig twenty-six years of 
age, and was born at Castelnuovo di Car- 
fagnana, was arrested by detectives in a car 
escorting the Prime Minister. He is stated to 
have declared that he arrived in Rome this 
morning from abroad—‘‘ across the moun- 
tains.” He had no passport. 

The Prime Minister drove on to the Chigi 
Palace, ard attended to his business as 


though nothing unusual had happened. 


POLICE PROTECTION REFUSED. 

The police point out that it is a matter 
of extreme difficulty to give efficient protec- 
tion to the ‘‘Duce”’ owing to his impatience at 
even the most elementary police precautions. 
So strong is his aversion from police super- 
vision that he even refuses to reveal to the 
police his movements during the day. 

To such a pass had things come that !t 
is declared that, in sheer desperation, the 
police had recourse to information supplied 
by the Prime Minister's chanffeur, and 
entered into an agreement with him, whereby 
he was. to inform them where his chief was 
likely to go during’ the day, and ordering 
him to go from the Prime Minister's home 
to his office by a different route each day. 
Signor Mussolini strongly objected to this 
course, and refused to consent to it. 


NO REPRISALS. 


In a message announcing the attack on 
Signor Mussolini, the National Executive of 
the Fascist Party says :— ; 

God has saved Italy once more. Signor 

Mussolini -was unhurt, and immediately 

took his place at the head of affairs, giving 

orders that no reprisals of any sort were to 
be contemplated.

SPAIN LEAVES THE 
LEAGUE. 


TEXT OF NOTE 
GENEVA. 
GENEVA, Sunday. 


The enthusiasm manifested at Friday s 
ceremony, when the Germans took their 
seats in the Assembly of the League, 
suffered a slight check yesterday when the 
news of Spain’s resignation from the 
League became known. This step compli- 
cates in some respects the problem of fill- 
ing the nine non-permanent seats on the 
Council, which is occupying the attention 
of the League. The problem is particularly 


. | delicate and intricate this year, when three 


seats have to be filled for three years, 
three for two, and three for one. 

Poland is the most conspicuous candidate 
for a three years seat, and she hopes also to 
secure a vote of re-eligibility. If Spain had 
not resigned, but merely maintained her atti- 
tude of abstention, there is little doubt that 
the Assembly would have returned her at the 
head of the list, and designated her as re- 
eligible as well. 

n that case Poland might have obtained 
similar honours. 

But now that Spain’s candidature is out of 
the question, the 1ank and file of the As- 
sembly do not desire to grant Poland special 
distinction. Recent events in China put even 
her candidature in question, though if China

GENEVA, Saturday. 

The text of the Spanish Note to the 
Secretary-General of the League of Nations 
announcing Spain’s withdrawal from the 
League is dated from San Sebastian, and 
runs as follows:— 


“ The Government of His Most Catholic 
Majesty regrets to inform you of the with- 
drawal of Spain from the League of Nations, 
giving two years’ notice, dating from the pre- 
sentation of this rote. 

“The Spanish Government has refrained 
from making this communication until the 
Assembly had approved the reform of the 
Council as regards the permanent members. 
It has acted thus in order to show its respect 
for the League of Nations, and in order to 
observe the correct procedure towards all 
members of the League. 

‘It also desired to wait until the Assembly 
has pronounced upon the admission of Ger- 
many, which Spain ardently hopes will be of 
great advantage to the League. 

' Spain is convinced that her decision will 
not compromise the vital interests or any 
principle of the League, whose prosperity is 
earnestly desired by Spain, her King and her 
Government. The Spanish Government ex- 
presses the deepest gratitude towards all the 
friendly States which have voiced apprecia- 
tion of Spain’s work in the League, and the 
esteem and affection in which they hold our 
country, expressions which will always be a 
cherished memory. : 

'“In leaving the League in obedience to 
her imperative duty, Spain desires to express 
the parting wish that the ideals of the League 
for universal peace, for which the League was 
founded, and which our country has hitherto 
so ardently and so effectively served, will be 
crowned with success.—(Reuter. ) | 


PLANS FOR A NEW 
PARLIAMENT. 


DICTATOR OUTLINES HIS 
SCHEME. 


REvuTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Sunday. 

In a statement given by General Primo de 
Rivera to the Special Correspondent of the 
Journal, the Spanish dictator outlined ‘ho 
proposed composition of the new Spanish 
Parliament, which will be published as soon 
as the plebiscite has been taken. | 

He is quoted as describing Spain’s new 
Parliament as one of professional competency. 
It is to be composed of three hundred 
deputies elected every three years from all 
professions and trades, including a few 
women, notably from the teaching corps. 

Such a bodv, the statement continues, 
would be essentially democratic and would 
form a real legislative power, whose approval 
would be necessary for putting laws into 
force. 

He proposes that Parliament should sit on 
Tuesdays, Wednesdays and Thursdays, and 
that it should enjoy freedom of speech, 
although phrases judged dangerous to the 
country’s interests, if circulated abroad, 
would be eliminated by the censorship from 
the printed accounts of the sittings. 

The Deputies would be granted transport 
facilities, and would be paid for sittings 
attended. 

General Primo de Rivera concludes by 
pointing out that he had not modelled his 
Parliament on any other in the world. It 
was entirely his own scheme, and he ex- 
pressed the hope that the debates would 
reveal men of real value to whom he would 
he only too pleased to hand over the Govern- 
ment.

SPANISH PLEBISCITE.

THOSE AGAINST DICTATOR NOT 
ASKED TO VOTE, 

Spaniards in all parts of the British Isles 
are taking part in the national plebiscite 
ordered by the Dictator (General Primo de 
Rivera) to test public confidence in the 
military directorate, which has been in 
power for three years. 

The Spanish colony in London is not a 
very large one, and only about five hundred 
names are registered iat, the Consulate. It 
Is estimated that there are as many more 
scattered throughout the country, and their 
votes will be recorded by forty-six honorary 
Vice-Consuls. 

Supporters of the present régime are asked 
to sign lists. Those who are opposed to 
yeneral Primo de Rivera merely abstain 
from signing. 

It should be pointed out that the plebiscite 
has no reference to the Monarchy. 

This national appeal for a ‘‘ vote of confi- 
dence ’’ is the prelude to the setting up of a 
National . Assembly next month, which is 
believed to be a step towards a modification 
of the dictatorship.

INQUEST ON VICTIMS 
‘TO-DAY. . 


MANY WITNESSES TO BE 
EXAMINED.

FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT, 


CHARLEVILLE, Sunday. 
The inquest on the victims of the Drum- 
collogher fire, adjourned. last Monday, 
will be resumed at 11.30 o'clock to-morrow 
forenoon in the Courthouse, Drum- 
collogher, by Dr. Timothy Hannigan, 
Coroner for West Limerick. 
It is stated that William Forde, who 
arranged the cinematograph performance, 
and Patrick Downing, the operator, who 
gave evidence when the inquest was 
opened last Monday, will be present to- 
morrow. Their depositions will be read, 
and they may make further statements. 
Superintendent, O'Reilly, Iimerick, will 
represent the Civic Guard authorities. 
Sergeant, Long, of Drumctollogher Station, 
who was in the cinema at the time of 
the fire, will give evidence. It is not 
known if Guard Davis, who is in 
Barrington’s Hospital, Limerick, recover- 
ing from ifjuries received during rescue 
operations at the fire, will be well enough 
to go into the witness box. So far as 
can be learned there will be at least eight 
or ten other witnesses, most of them 
survivors of the fire. The Civic Guards 
were busy all last week taking statements 
from different people. 

The inquest will last a long time, for 
the Coroner has to take down all the 
evidence in longhand. The small Court- 
house will give very poor accommodation 
to the large number of Pressmen who will 
be present. There will be no room for 
spectators. 

One important point that the inquest 
will clear up is the exact number of the 
victims of the disaster. As I stated in 
my message of Friday’s date, a local 
committee compiled a list of the names 
of the victims, which totalled fifty. One 
name was-eliminated, but the forty-ninth 
name is still on the list which was handed 
to the Civic Guards. 


“THROUGH MANY TRIBULATIONS.” 

At nine o'clock Mass this morning in 
Drumcollogher Canon Begley, the Parish 
Priest, retorred to the disaster. Taking as 
text: “ Through many tribulations we must 
enter into the Kindom of Heaven,” he said 
that they were reminded very forcibly of the 
truth of the text by what had taken place in 
the Parish of Drumcollogher during the past 
week, 

“A great sorrow,” he said, “had fallen 
upon the people, and we are still reeling 
under the blow which came so suddenly and 
was all unexpected. It is a consolation for 
us, however, that those whom the Lord was 
pleased to cali were the flower of the flock. 
Most of them were at Holy Communion on 
the First Friday and on last Sunday, and 
were at Benediction before they went to the 
hall where the tragic accident occurred. God 
took those who were prepared to come before 
Him. It is also a great comfort to us to 
have their bodies interred in the churchyard 
where we can kneel and say a prayer for 
them as we go into the House of God. It is 
a further consolation to find that so many. 
from every part of the civilised world 
sympathise with us. King George and men 
in exalted positions, both in Great Britain 
and Ireland, have human hearts that throb 
with sympathy for the poor distressed people 
of Drumcollogher, showing that “one touch 
of nature makes the whole world kin.’ 

‘* We have had sympathetic messages from 
all religious bodies of every kind m Great 
Britain and Ireland, and the milk of human 
hindness flowed in abundance, which ought 
to inspire us with courage and strength to 
face our trials with fortitude and forbearance. 
I wilt sav this much: that all those who went 
to that hall went there with the best inten- 
tions. Whatever happened there was pure 
accident, and no one is to blame. It is a 
visitation from God, Who, in His inscrutable 
ways, took this occasion to call those people 
to Himself. We have now only to bow our 
heads in silence and submit to the holy will 
of Cod,-and by doing so-we wil nourish our 
faith, we will increase our hope and perfect 
our charity. We know not the day or the 
hour when God may call us, and we should 
be always prepared and keep ourselves in the 
presence of God, so that when the call comes 
we can be found worthy of a place in His 
Kingdom.’’

Commenting in the leading article to-day 
on “ The ce’s Escape,’ The Times 
says:—The ultimate aim of Fascismo and of 
its chief are still uncertain. Even the 
internal programme of the Fascista Party is 
still, to some extent, experimental. There 
ere many strands in the political fabric 
which the Duce and his counsellors ara 
weaving, and some have not yet been 
harmoniously matchel wth the rest. But 
the attempt to-blend a vigorous nationalism 


elements, to combine a Roman conception of 
the State with modern economic organisation 
and theory, is of surpassing interest and im- 
portance in this age, when the conflict be- 
tween the innovators, whether evolutionists 
or revolutionaries, and the traditionalists has 
reached its height. 

Of equal importance to the European world 
is the recovery of Italy, under Fascist leader- 
ship, from the almost anarchical confusion of 
the: three years. that followed the Great War. 
There is nothing negative or purely static in 
the new Italian State. The national forces 
have been firmly gripped and are boldly led, 
and if the end to which they are being 
directed is still obscure, there can be no 
question of the remarkable increase in their 
cohesion and efficiency. With this increase 
has come a change in the Italian national 
temper. How deep, how permanent this 
change has heen. or is destined to be, no 
foreign and few. if any. Italian observers can 
vet decide. But all the available evidence 
indicates a growth of self-confidence, of 
discipline anu of initiative which mav have 
a profound and durable effect on the import- 
ance of Italv as a factor in European and, 
more especially, Mediterranean politics.

MUSSOLINI'S PHRASE 
CONDEMNED. 


From Revrer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
, PARIS, Sunday. 

Signor Mussolini’s reference in his speech 
last night to “culpable acts of tolerance 
beyond our frontiers,’’ are commented upon 
this mcraing by the Gaulois, the organ of the 
Right. which expresses the hope that un- 
desirables, whose presence in France is so re- 
grettable, will leave the country. 

The Nonveau Siecle (Fascist) says that 
the attempts on the Italian Dictator planned 
in France by revolutienaries, who have been 
expelled from Italy, do not imply any 
responsibility on the part of the French 
Government, but only on the part of those 
who abuse its hospitality. 

The French Chargé d’Affaires in Rome, 
protesting against the tenour of an article 
appearing in the Giornale d'Italia, has ex- 
pressed the hope that the Italian Government 
will not allow Italian «pivion to be misled, 
because, though he may have come from 
France, the author of the outrage is an 
Italian. 

The Paris Press generally follows the lead 
of the French Chargé d’ Affaires, who first 
presented his congratulations, and then pro- 
tested against the Giornale d’Jtalia article. 

Referring to a sentence in Signor Mus- 
solini’s speech, to the effect that it was time 
io finish with a certain guilty and unheard- 
of toleration beyond the frontiers, if any 
value was set on the Italian people’s [friend- 
ship, the Giornale d'Italia, under the head- 
ing, “ Foreign Hate,’’ remarked that the time 
has come for the French Government to con- 
sider the effects of the hospitality and liberty 
it has conceded to the enemies of the Italian 
régime. 

The 7empa this evening, after expressing 
indignation at the attempt ©. Signor Musso- 
lini’s life, says:—There is ;o reason why, 
because the author of the attempt, who is an 
Italian, came from Marseilles, there should 
be talk of forei hate. The French Govern- 
ment refuses tolerate on French ‘erritory 
any plot ag wnst a foreign Power; but, never- 
theless, it Nas the duty of hospitality towards 
foreigners, and cannot take measures against 
foreigners whose only crime is that of dis- 
approving of the Government ci iheir rztive 
land. 

The. 7ecaps recalls that France did not 
dream of holding the Italian Government 
responsible when the _ Italian, Caserio, 
assassinated President Sadi Carnot. 


FOUR ESCAPES. 

This is the fourth attempt on the life of the 
Duce. In the early part of last April the 
Hon. Violet Gibson shot him with a revolver 
as he was leaving the building in which the 
International Surgeons’ Conference was being 
held. The bullet struck Signor Mussolini on 
the nose, and notwithstanding that he suffered 
terrible pain, he remained perfectly calm and 
gave directions, “with the result that a 
threatened panic was averted. = 

On August 31, 1924, an attempt upon him 
was made as he was motoring from Acqua 
Pendente to Rome. His own motor car 
luckily was not hit, but a following car was 
riddled with bullets. i : 

A plot to assassinate him was discovered in 
Rome last November by the police, who found 
documents showing that the attempt was to 
be made during the Armistice celebrations.

PARNELL’S BELIEF. 

Captain Henry Harrison said that he 
welcomed the manifesto as a trumpet blast to 
herald the re-awakening of true nationalism. 
It would be no old party that would be re- 
vived, but a new and vigorous party, which 
would draw its inspiration as much from 
Welfe Tone and McCracken and Mitchel as 
from Grattan or O’Connell or Redmond. He, 
himself, was of the school of Charles Stewart 
Parnell, whose faithful follower he had been 
to the end. Parnell believed that national 
independence was the first step, and that 
economic development was the second step on 
the road to making Ireland free, happy and 
prosperous. Ireland, or, rather, the Irish 
Free State, had got the first, but their 
present rulers had woefully bungled the job 
of tackling the economic problems of the new 
Ireland. They had done some good things; 
they had done some bad things; but they had 
wholly and utterly failed te grasp their 
economic difficulty as a whole and deal with 
it on broad lines. 

They knew how to collect the taxes, pos- 
sibly with more vigour than consideration; 
but did they know how to spend them to the 
best advantage? Nor had they known how to 
use the great powers and resources of the 
State to alleviate the pinch of temporary 
hardship. Jreland—the Irish Free State—had 
great potential wealth, great undeveloped 
resources, and excelient credit available for 
the National Exchequer; yet the people had 
suffered and were still suffering. The problem 
had been handled with an indeterminate and 
bungling amateurishness which had produced 
definitely unfavourable results. Ministers had 
been too proud to work with the heads of the 
business and financial community. They in- 
sisted on dictating to it, and had made most 
of the mistakes into which beginners’ are apt 


to fall, and the country had suffered in con- 
sequence. 


ILL-TIMED EXPERIMENTS. 


What of their ill-starred experiments in 
banking and their National Land Bank, which 
had to be dropped like a hot potato in the 
face of hostile criticism? What of the sugar 
beet industry, an admirable enterprise, where 
they were paying an absurdly excessive sub- 
sidy at the taxpayers’ expense’ What of the 
Shannon scheme, again probably an admirable 
enterprise, which they forced on the country 
on the faith of the experts’ report, and which 
they had since run in flagrant violation of the 
experts’ most solemn and positive advice’ 
The Ministry of Industry and Commerce had. 
in the very teeth of the experts’ report, kept 
all patronage and contract giving and contract 
supervising in its own hands. and it was pos- 
sibly its preoccupation with these matters 
that hed led to its catastrophic bungling of 
the urgent problem as to internal transport, 
in which railways, motorists, and ratepayers 
were all vitally interested. That was why 
farmer and trader alike and all taxpayers 
were suffering bitterly to-day. 

They had all heard that a pot of gold might 
be found at the rainbew’s end. There were 
some with little faith in rainbows who were 
exploiting the other fellow’s pot of gold, and 
a vigilant Opposition party was urgently 
needed if they were to be properly. watched.

PLIGHT OF FOREIGNERS IN 
-YANGTSE VALLEY. 


FOREIGN WARSHIPS AT 
HANKOW. '

UR Peking Correspondent states that 
H.M.8. Hawkins is going. to Hankow, 
where 150,000 Chinese have taken refuge 
in the foreign settlement. Fourteen 
foreign warships are lying at Hankow, and 
others are stationed above and below the 
city, and all are awaiting orders to deal 
with the offending: Cantonese. 

Foreigners in the Yangtse Valley, above 
Hankow, have been urged by their 
Consuls to leave it. 

China is said to be in the midst of the 
greatest civil war since the Republic was 
proclaimed in 1912. 

Wu Pei-fu’s troops have evacuated 
Hanyang and Hankow, and it is reported 
that’ his casualties and desertions exceed 
18,000 men.

WU PEI-FU’S CASUALTIES. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE

i PEKING, Sun *. 

Telegrams received here report the"c a- 
tion of Pingsiang, 18 miles inside the Kiangsi 
province, where are the important’ Hanyehping 
collieries, employing over 8,000 workpeople. 
The report adds that General Sun Chuan- 
Fang’s troops are retreating upon Nanchang, 
the .apital of the Ki igs’ province. 

It is stated that Sun Unuan-Fang requires a 
month’s respite for the purpose of mobilising 
his five nrovinces of the Lower Yangtse, 
owing to ne lack of river transport. 

The railway authorities report that the 
Hankow line has been cut 620 miles from 
Peking, near the Honan-Hupeh border, at 
which place an effort was previously made to 
evacuate the Yangtse missionaries, numbering 

veral hundred, who have been spending the 
summer at the Chikungshan colony. 

The British flagship, Hawkins, is proceeding 
to Hankow, where 150,000 Chinese refugees 
are sheltering in the foreign concessions. 
Wuchang is reported to be still holding out 
under a reduced Cantonese fire, but Marshal 
Wu Pei-Fu’s troops have evacuated Hanyang 
and Hankow, and are attempting a reorganisa- 
tion northward. It is reported that Marshal 
Wu Pei-Fu’s casualties and desertions exceed 
18,000 i 
WARSHIPS AT HANKOW. 

In a message dated Saturday, our Correspon- 
dent writes:—Fourteen foreign warships are 
at, Hankow, with others both above and below 
the city, which was captured on Wednesday 
by the Cantonese Red forces}; America, with 
five gunboats, has the largest force at 
Hankow, while Great Britain has three, the 
Japanese four, and the French three. The 
British gunboats, Gnat and Bee, are support- 
ing the flagship Hawkins. Other warships are 
scattered along the Yangtse on both sides of 
Hankow, all awaiting orders to deal with the 
offending Cantonese. The American de- 
stroyers, Pope and npr 3 have been under 
severe rifle fire east of Hankow, while the 

ritish Bee suffered damage from the Can- 
tonese fieid artillery, replying ineffectively 
with her quick-firing guns, and. then with- 
drawing, as she was outranged. 

All,observers agree that China is in the 
midst of the greatest civil war since the Re- 
public was proclaimed in 1912, and extreme 
caution is required to prevent foreign com- 
plications. Foreigners in the Yangtse Valley, 
above Hankow, have been urged by their 
Consuls to evacuate. 

Fighting has been resumed for control of 
Wuchang, opposite Hankow, but the Can- 
tonese are in complete control of Hanyang, 
where the arsenal and ironworks are located. 

The parley for the capitulation of Wuchang 
has been discontinued, as the Cantonese do 
not desire to assume full responsibility, since 
their entire mobile forces are concentrated for 
an attack on Marshal Sun Chuan-fang. 

CANTONESE STRATEGY, 

The Cantonese strategy seems to be to re- 
main south of the Yangtse River, concen- 
trating their forces in an effort to cayiture the 
ancient, capital of Nanking, and then prociaim- 
ing it the seat of the National Government. 
Nanking is on the south bank of the Yangtse. 

Marshal Chang Tso-lin is sending further 
aid to Marshal Wu Pei-fu, but it is not likely 
that he will send many troops beyond the 
Yellow River, owing to a revival. of 
the Kuominchun movements in . Hunan 
Province, and the attempt of the 
newly-formed Red Army ‘there to 
effect a junction with the Christian General 
Feng Yu-hsiang’s forces through Shenso Pro- 
vince. Then, if the present Cantonese cam- 
paign meets with success, the combined Red 
forces would crush Wu Pei-fu between the 
Yangtse and Yellow Rivers. 

When the Cantonese begin their drive north 
of the Yangtse, Feng Yu-hsiang is expected to 
be ready tc march eastward against Pekinz. 
It is estimated that the entire programme will 
require three months fcr development. Much 
depends upon the outcome of the impending 
struggle between the Cantonese and Sun 
Chuan-fang. The last-named has, perhaps, 
the best drilled and best paid troops in China, 
and his chances of crushing the Cantonese 
bhus now far from its base, are considered 
good, 


REASSURING NEWS. 


RESPECT FOR BRITISH LIVES 
AND PROPERTY. 

From ' Tue Times ’’ CoRRESPONDENT. 
PEKING, Sunday: 
Reassuring news comes from Chunking, 
where the local authorities, who are not 
under Yang Sen (Wu Pei-fu’s General) are 
reported to have issued a proclamation, order- 
ing that British lives and property shall be 
properly respected. This has relieved 
anxiety here, and it enables the fullest atten- 
tion to be given to the measures necessary to 
settle with Yang Sen at, Wanhsien. 

HONG KONG, Sunday. 

Passengers from Canton report that a fleet 
of fifteen foreign ships, mostly Japanese and 
Norwegian, is held up in the river by the 
Chuenpi forts. A British armed launch is 
watching events. Two British steamers 
were not interfered with. Chinese gunboats 
have anchored at Machow Island, just out- 
side Hong Kong waters. 

SHANGHAI, Sunday. 

Reports from Wanhsien indicate the pro- 
bable release of the British ships, Wantung 
and Wanhsien, belonging to Messrs. Butter- 
field and Swire, which were seized by General 
Yang Sen. Conferences between the Chinese 
Commissioner for Foreign Affairs and the 
British Consul at Chungking are now taking 
place, although the students and the Kuo- 
mintang are planning an anti-foreign demon- 
stration, General Yang Sen has issued a pro- 
clamation stating that the Japanese and 
French did not take part in the firing, a 
proceeding which will have the effect of 
restricting the popular antagonism to the 
British, according to Japanese reports.—({Per 
Press Association, copyright.)

MR.J.J.WALSH’S REPLY 
TO: GRITICS,

Delegates assembled at Cork yesterday from 
all parts of the Constituency of North East 
Cork to form a Cumann na nGaedheal Execu- 
tive for ‘that division.

Mr. J. J. Walsh welcomed the formation 
of the Cumann na nGaedheal organisation in 
that division, which more dan any otnet 
in the country had been saturated with i:bels, 
lies, and distortion in matters affecting the 
Governulent, These liés and Jibels bad been 
preached so long and so persistently that 
honest men—even friends of the Government 
—had reached the stage of believing them. 
Steps were now being taken, however, to 
expose both libels and lies, and to give a 
fair picture of the men composing the Go- 
verhnment and what they had done, at least 
as a beginning, to place the country on its 
feet after a trying period. 

During these four years, he went on, 
taxes gathered directly from the people had 
been reduced from twenty-six millions in 
1922-23 to twenty-one miltions in the current 
year. - Income tax had during that period, 
when few nations in Eure ) were able to 
balance their budgets, bee. reduced from 
six to four shillings. Protection had been 
extended to four or five important industries, 
with the result that most of what we now 
require in these lines was equally well being 
made at home. In one industry alone over 
two thousand hands had found remunerative 
emplovment without the cost of a cent to 
anybody within:the country. In the Shannon 
scheme they had laid the basis of a power 
which, in their coal bill alone, to say nothing 
of its potential value to an industrial future, 
would save millions a year. : By*the intro- 
duction of the beet industry they had made 
a beginning with one of the two crops— 
wheat being the other—-that had brought. in- 
tensive agriculture and ‘prosperity to every 
people in Europe, whilst their absence here 
had brought us the ranch and emigration. 

OTHER WORK. 

By an overdue adjustment they had been 
enabled to safeguard the key industry of 
motor car manufacturing. ‘They had séen 
telephones installed during these few years 
in every village in that county—a thing which 
could. equally well have been done many 
ears ago by their wealthy predecesscrs. 
They had seen their highways outside that 
county transformed from a byeword to a con- 
dition not inferior to those of some of the 
wealthiest and most progressive lands. They 
saw housing progressing at a rate entirely 
unknown in this country hitherto.. ‘They 
saw that valuable land in every part of the 
Saorstat that was swamped as long as they 
could remember being drained under Govern- 
ment direction. They had seen where steps 
had been taken to assist agriculture through 
loans for improvement oi housing; moneys 
had been granted for university scientific de- 
velopment, and large sums for the relief of 
agricultural rates, as well as the expenditure 
of considerable sums in the purchase of high- 
class breeding stock. 

The buying-out of one-third of the total 
land of the State had converted tenants. into 
owners, and on terms unlooked for in the 
earlier stages of land purchase. ‘They had 
seen steps being taken to get at least oome 
of the more important óf their agricultural 
exports marketed in a manner which had 
long since been adopted by competing 
‘countries. They, had reduced __ their 
Local Government system to- simplicity and 
general efficiency which must ultimately have 
a far-reaching effect on the national morale 
as well as on the pockets of the ratepayers. 
They- had cleared. up the financial conse- 
quence o fthe fight for freedom. They had 
given an equal field and no favour to all 
citizens. They had enabled the nation, .so 
far at any rate, to move along without the 
curse of class warfare $6 common to other 


years a more stringent system of open competi- 
tion to the services of the State than could 
be found in the code of any other country, 
while iess had been done for Government 
partisans. than he thought was the case 
anywhere under similar circumstances. And 


finally they had made it possible for men to, 


live and move freely in their own land. 
THE RATE OF TAXATION, 

‘This was not, he submitted, a bad record 
for amateurs in Government to crush into 
the brief period of four sessions. They were 
told that taxation was high. Taxation either 
local or national is never too high if the 
people get value for their money. ‘hey were 
concerned, if at all, with the relative’ taxa- 
tion in eountries which competed with them 
in the English market where most of their 
surplus was sold. England herself extracted, 
in taxafion £18 18s. per head of the popula- 
tion; Canada £16 2s.; New Zealand £16: 
Australia £12 6s.; Denmark £10 16s. 8d., and 
the Free State £9. Three of these countries 
had to bring their produce almost from the 
other end of the earth, whilst the farms in 
Denmark weye so small, and the ay'ng so 
limited, that taxation should bear uo con- 
trast whatever to what we find here at home 
But taxation had little or nothing to do with 
their present-day economic position. When 
tho population of the twenty-six counties fell 
on the average of 44,000 a year from 1871 to 
1911, there was no question of over-taxation. 
Money spent at home even at worst was not 
lost to the country. The tax they suffered 
from during this long period was the same 
accursed tax that to-day cost them eighteen 
millions a year—that tax that they pay over 
and above what they sell in order that the 
foreigners may supply them with the neces- 
saries of life instead of providing them for 
themselves. Was there nothing: wrong with 
an agricultural country which merely pro- 
duced enough of bacon to feed its own miser- 
able population if'there were no imports; had 
only a small surplus of butter; imported in 
1924 £408,000 worth of oats and oat products 
more than it exported; imported last year 
seven millions worth of wheat and wheat pro- 
ducts, and eo at home less than a 
week's supply; hitherto imported its whole 
sugar supply value for two millions; imported 
£413,000 worth of bari¢y last year in excess 
of its exports? What other country in the 
world would allow almost twenty millions 
worth of food and food products to be im- 
ported and turn its own land into grass? 

Kither we, suid Mr. Walsh, were the only 
wise people on earth or we were not. They 
were. the only people who permitted the 
foreigner to supply them with what they 
could themselves produce. They had an ex- 
cellent. geographical position, excellent Jand, 
a people who prided themselves on 
intelligence, but they were for almost a 
century the one people in Europe whose 
population had declined, and weuld continue 
to decline unless their whole economic system 
was changed, When the farmer and manu- 
facturer got a monopoly of the home market 
for the things they can grow and make, and 
that they are enabled to grow and make them 
at a profit, this deplorable epoch will end, 
but not till then. 

Speaking of agriculture, he paid a special 
tribute to the farmers of that county, where 
a big effort had always been made under all 
conditions to put a good percentage of the 
land under plough. To give those in many 
other counties who tilled nothing at all a 
subsidy of three shillings in the £ out of the 
taxpayers’ pockets towards rates, treating 
them on a par with those who took the risk 
of working their land, was, however, not the 
Way to encourage production. If there were 
subsidies to spare, they should go to the men 
who produced, and not to those who stood 
in the way of production.

8,000 NEW HOUSES UNDER 
“FIRST TWO ACTS. 


WORKING ‘OF THE 
GRANTS SYSTEM. 

Under the Housing Acts p: ‘sed in the 
Dail in 1924 and 1925 8,000 hour have 
been built in the tee State «nd t... 
amount of grants ia@e in respect of them 
was £625,005, 

The Act passed in 1926 provided for a 
continuation of the grants, with the result 
that a total sum of £900,000 has been 
made available for this purpose. 


THE EARLIER ACTS. 


TYPES OF HOUSES BUILT. 

Under the Act of 1924 a sum of £300,000 
was set aside for the provision of £60, £30, 
and £100 grants to private persons building 
houses containing three, four, and five roms, 
respectively. An Jrish /'imes representative 
learned at the Housing Department of the 
Ministry of Local Government that 3,708 
houses ~vere built, absorbine the whole sum 
allocated. In 1925 that system was continued, 
and while grants to private builders were 
reduced to £45, £60, and £75, the total 
amount set aside for making grants was not 
reduced, and a second sum of £300,000 was 
earmarked for the purpose. The amount of 
the grant to focal authorities and Public 
Utility Societies also remained at £60, £80, 
and £100. ! 
 Advantage was also taken of the Act of 
1925, and under its 6: tation 4,403 houses 
were built, so that unaer the two Acts a 
total of 8,111 houses have: been: provided. 

These are divided as follows :—

The amount of the grants made in respect 
of these 8,111 aggregated £625,605. 
i; The system of grants for the help of pri- 
vate persons building and public authori‘ies 
has been continued under the Act of 1926, 
which provides another £300,000 for the 
purpose, so that, in all, since 1924 a sum of 
£900,000 has been provided for housing pur- 


poses. 


AVERAGE COSTS. 

It is a very diffecult thing to give the 
average cost of houses, because houses in the 
rural areas cost much less than houses in 
the towns and urban districts. This is due 
to several causes. One, for instance, is that 
supplies of material—sand, stone, lime—are 
more easily procurable; and also that in many 
cases where houses are being built by small 
farmers a lot of the unskilled work is done by 
the farmer and his family. In such circum- 
stances the cost of building a five-roomed 
house would not be more than from £200 
to £250 over and above the £75 grant under 
the Act. A similar house set out on contract 
would cost approximately £450, 

In the towns and urban areas there is also 
a difficulty in arriving at an estimate of the 
cost to private individuals, as there is a wide 
variation according to the class of fittings 
that the particular individual wishes to instal. 
However, as regards houses built by local 
authorities in jtowns, it may be taken that 
the cost of the five-roomed house is approxi- 
mately £600. Of the houses that have been 
built under the Housing Acts. by private 
individuals, much the larger number have 
been erected in the rural areas, and the 
facilities provided have been largely taken 
To a great extent that may 
be accounted for by the fact that they are 
owners of the sites, and have no difficulty 
about getting land, and also that the material 
is more readily available. 

THE RATE OF BUILDING. 

The following figures show the houses built 
under the two Acts in urban and rural areas 
by private persons :'— 

7924 Act. 1925 Act. 
Urban Areas 550 575 1,125 
Rural Areas ' 2,947 5,117 

The rate of building under the Housing 
Acts has not alone been maintained, but it 
has been intensified, and a number of local 
authorities are considering schemes for the 
erection of more houses. 

THE MILLION POUNDS SCHEME, 

In addition’ to the 8,000 houses erected 
under the Acts of 1924-25, the Government 
provided £1,000,000 for hcusing schemes in 
1922, under which 2,100 houses were built by 
local authorities, two-thirds of the cost being 
borne out of the State Grants. A number of 
local authorities who built houses under the 
‘‘million pounds” scheme have sold them for 
cash, and with the proceeds have entered into 
fresh building schemes, taking advantage of 
the later Acts. The first part of the Dublin 
Corporation scheme at Marino was built under 
the 1922- grant, while the latter part of the 
scheme was carried out under the aed Acts. 

It is also of interest to know that the 
Dublin Commissioners have now entered upon 
a further scheme for the building of a large 
number of houses in the area between Upper 
Drumcondra road and Glasnevin. A number 
of local authorities are also reconstructing the 
old military barracks, which are vacant in 
their districts, In Dublin, for example, this 
has been done in connection with Keogh Bar- 
racks, while other cases are those of the bar- 
racks in Tipperary and Clonmel, where the 
married quarters have been reconstructed, and 
converted into flats at fairly reasonable rents. 
Similar action has been taken by. local authori- 
ties with regard to coastguard stations. 

The Housing Department have prepared a 
cheap type of plan (known as the Drogheda 
type), under which a four-roomed house can 
be built at a cost of from £200 to £250—a 
tvypp, very suitable for small urban areas. 
Owing to the low cost of building and the 
amount of the grant available, such a house 
can be let at what, in these days, may be re- 
garded as a very reasonable rent. 

BUILDING IN KERRY, 

In the County Kerry, under the Housing 
Act of 1924, 153 houses were built by private 
persons in the rural areas, for which £12,780 
was advanced in grants. In the same year 
seven houses were reconstructed or provided 
in urban areas, the amor of the grant being 
£447. Under the Hodhne Act of 1925 200 
houses were completed or are in course of 
erection, and in most cases grants of £75 are 
payable, the total amount payable under the 
Act being £15,000. Under the £1,000,000 
scheme the Killarney Urban District Council 
built eight houses, for which they received a 
Government grant of £3,617. These were 
sold for £500 each, the full cost per house 
being £700. With these funds a further 
scheme of fourteen houses (four roomed) is 
being carried out, for which Government 
grants of approximately £1,100 will be paid 
on completion. 

The Tralee Urban District Council built 
sixteen houses, the Government grant towards 
the cost being £6,816. These were sold at 
£525 each, the full cost being £750. They 
are an exceptionally good class of five-roomed 
house, and with the proceeds the Council are 
going forward with a further scheme for 
about fourteen houses, the Government grant 
in respect of which will be £1,400

EE YEAR. 
CARDINAL BOURNE'S LETTER. 


Cardinal Bourne, Archbishop of West- 
minster, has issued a letter to his clergy re- 
garding the Roman Catholic Jubilee Year. 
H« says—‘' The year of jubilee is rapidly 
passing, and I beg you, now that the inter- 
ruptions of the summer are over, earnestly to 
impress upon your people the need of gaining 
this great plenary pardon before the period 
for so doing comes to end on December 31. 

'“In order to render the gaining of the 
jubilee easier, I now authorise those who pro- 
ceed in solemn procession either to their own 
parish church or to the cathedral or to*%xsome 
other church selected by the rector of the 
parish to gain the jubilee by joining in four 
such processional visits and fulfilling the 
other prescribed conditions, Rectors should 
at once arrange such prdcessions, which may 
in many cases start from the schools. Due 
notice should he given to, and consent ob- 
tained from, the rector in charge of the 
selected church, if a church be chosen other 
than the parish church of the district whence 
the procession starts. 

'“ The Sundays of October might well be 
used for these processional visits in prepara- 
tion for the great fesitival of the Kingship 
oí our Lord, which is to be celebrated on the 
last Sunday of that month.’’ 

Ihe Cardinal also states that he proposes 
to sing High Mass at Westminster Cathedral 
on October 4 in celebration of the centenary 
of St. Francis of Assisi, 
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too much when it hoped that. there would be 
no trouble in the future. The country needed

‘64 FAIR CRACK OF THE WHIP.”” 
Mr. Fionan Lynch, Minister of Fisheries, 
said that some of the criticism that had been 
levelled’ at the, present Government was un- 
fair almost to the point of being black- 
guardly. Newspaper critics and others had 
vilified the Government, accusing “it of, 
among other things, extravagant expenditure. 
Perhaps, no department had got more of the 
lash than his own. He could go to Dingle 
or to any other part of Kerry and get a 
fair crack of the whip from the fishermen in 
those parts, but he would not get that from 
the /ndependent. He was not afraid of 
criticism, and never was. He liked fair 
criticism, and he believed that his department 
and he were doing as much as could possibly 
and reasonably be done on behalf of the 
fishermén of the country. (Applause. ) 

In dealing with the fisheries problem, con- 
tinue! Mr. Lynch, the newspaper critics of 
his department were loud in their call for 
economy, while in the next breath he was 
accused of supineness in not giving large 
steam and motor fishing vessels to the fisher- 
men to enable them to compete with Scottish 
drifters and English trawlers. That incon- 
sistency made him hesitate to deal seriously 
with those critics, as h» felt that their 
criticism was not honest. So far as his crities 


of the Fishermen’s Association, or whatever it 


called itself, were concerned, the vocal part 

of it could not, in his opinion, claim to be 

identified with the industry in any way. 
ADMITTED. 

‘‘ Someone said that I would not know a 
mackerel fram a cod,’’ continued the Minis- 
ter. “I admit it—(laughter)—but I back 
myself to know more about it than the vocal 
end of the Fishermen’s Association.”’ 

The Association, he went on, urged in 
effect that the State should invest the tax- 
payers’. money in buying and equipping a 
fleet of modern boats to be worked, he pre- 
sumed, on a share basis by the fishermen, 
in other words, a form of State socialism. 
4. modern steam trawler would cost £10,000, 
and that sum would give employment to be- 
tween 12 and 15 men. A modern steam 
drifter would ‘cost about £4,000." and 
its nets and equiment another £1,500. The 
vessel would give employment to ten men. 
Fifty steam trawlers and 100 steam drifters, 
fully equipped, would cost the State over a 
million pounds, and with that capital. outlay 
they would give employment to 1,700 fisher- 
men, engineers, and firemen. 

The next question was the working and 
management of those vessels. It was incon- 
ceivable to him that the State should do it. 
A State department, with its restrictions and 
rigid financial rules. could not successfully 
attempt such a task. The Government of 
New. South Wales had tried it several years 
previously. They bought a fleet of steam 
trawlers in England, and started a State con- 
tiolled fishery. They had no competitors to 
face, and they had virgin fishing grounds to 
work on, Yet the experiment was abandoned 
after eignt or nine years, when a very heavy 
Icss had been incurred. 

CAPITaL NEEDED. 

He was convinced that the industry as 
at present organised in this country . would 
never lead to great expansion. As he had 
stated in the Dail and elsewhere capital was 
needed. To-day the fisherman was expected 
to bear all the burden, the risk and. the 
labour. He was the capitalist and the 
labourer combined. He was unequal to the 
task, when one considered modern develop- 
ment, which required jarge outlay and 
thoroughly efficient ©’ sre management. 

In 1920 three steain drifters were given on 
loan terms to Donegal fishermen. One had 
to be taken up by the Fisheries Department 
because the owners could not work it. They 
were in debt, and they had no gear and no 
capital to buy gear or repair their vessel. 

ose men lost all they had in the venture. 
Another of those vessels was lying idle at 
present for the same reason. In not a single 
case had the State received the instalments of 
the loan, and those men were now heavily in 
debt to his department. A similar fate befel 
the men who bought expensive motor-boats 
in the years of the war, and afterwards were 
in heavy arrears on their loans. 

NO JUSTIFICATION. 

These facts would not justify him in asking 
the taxpayers to find a million pounds to 
capitalise the sea fishing industry ‘so that 


2,000 fishermen might be employed in modern 
off cl . cr i 
ak ning. 


During the iast years of the 
European war and immediately afterwards 
Operative and ptherwise. 
were -started in the Svarstat, all of which had 
rone smash and Invi lved the taxpnaver in loss. 
He did not think that with those facts before 
their minds he needed any further justifica- 
tion for a course of cautious conservatism as 
regarded State activity in the development 
of their deep-sea fisheries. Heroic and spec- 
tacular measures, which most probably would 
not succeed, would leave the industry in a 
much worse plight than it was to-day. 

Their inshore fishermen were adequately 
catered for through loans, which were always 
available from his department for any intend- 
ing borrower who could find reasonably sound 
sureties to back him. 

LABOUR QUESTION. 

Mr. Lynch went on to say that while he 
had laid stress on the need for capital applied 
in the ordinary commercial way, he was also 
alive to the fact that trained labour was de- 
ficient in the Saorstat.. They had very few 
deep sea fishermen, and still fewer capable 
of handling effectively a modern steam fishing 
vessel. He believed that the State could do 
a great deal to remedy that state of affairs, 
and he was at the moment considering details 
of a scheme for setting up fishery schools, 
where well educated sons of fishermen and 
others might receive a training that would 
fit them for their work. He was not un- 
mindful of his promise to secure some relief 
for those fishermen borrowers who, between 
1917 and 1923, when costs were abnormel, 
got loans to purchase motor boats -nd gcar 
at high prices. He had submitted certain 
proposals in that direction to the Mimtoter 
for Finance, proposals which, it. appesyvce, 
would put those borrowers in a position of 
greater hopefulness and enable them to meet 
their obligations, s 

As regarded their salmon fisheries and 
other fresh-water fisheries, he was pleased to 
observe a great improvement, Last year 
was good, but he believed that the present 
year would prove to be. better when the 
full year’s returns came in. The run of 
salmon was far beyond expectations, and with 
the excellent assistance of the Garda Siochana, 
combined with more zealous activity on the 
part of the various Fishery Boards in the 
performance of their very responsible duties, 
he felt that the future of their very valuable 
river and lake fisheries was most promising. 

In places they still lacked a proper national 
and civic spirit, and offences against~-the 
fishery laws were not always so severely 
censured locally as they should be, but he 
looked with confidence to the gradual recogni- 
tion of those fisheries as a most important 
national asset. the conservation of which was 
the duty of every right-minded citizen of the 
State. 

Messrs. B. O’Connor 
T.D.’s, also spoke. 

Canon Denis O'Connor, P.P., who presided 
at the meeting, read a letter of regret for non- 
attendance from Most Rev. Dr. O'Sullivan, 
Bishop of Kerry, in which his lordship stated 
that no honour which ixerry could pay to 
President Cosgrave would be too great ‘‘ in 
recognition of his sterling devotion to duty 
and of the splendid services which he and 
his Government have rendered to the country 
during these past three years.”’

THE FAR EAST. 

The situation in the Far East led to an 
emergency resolution, which was submitted by 
the Miners’ Federation, stating that they 
understood that Chang Tso-lin, the War 
Lord. had already seized ships belonging to 
the Chinese Eastern Railway, owned by the 
Soviet Republics. Declaring that it was clear 
that this action would not have been under- 
taken without the promised help and support 
of the Conservative Governments of Great 
Britain and Japan, the resolution asked Con- 
cress to protest against ‘‘any action of the 
Imperialist Governments which might lead to 
a new. war either in the Far East or in the 
West, believing that the Imperialist Govern- 
ments are led in their policy by their wish to 
crush the Government of the workers and 
peasants of Russia, the motive for such ag- 
gressive measures being influenced by the 
recent heln given by the Russian workers to 
the British miners.’’ i 

Mr. A. Horner (Miners' Federation) moved 
the resolution. He said that there were im- 
mediate and definite possibilities of war in 
the East. which would be bound ultimately to 
culminate in a war against the Soviets of 
Russia. The Miners’ Federation were natu- 
rally very anxious that the Russian people 
should not he repaid for their generosity to 
them by a war waged against them. Right 
from the heginning of the struggle the miners 
had heen up aeainst the fact that thev had 
practically no funds, and, while he did. not 
wish to detract from what the working classes 
of this conntry had done for the miners, 
said that had it not been for their Russian 
comrades the miners and their wives and 
ch'l4ren wonld long since have starved. 

The President asked Mr. Horner to. apply 
himself “ó the resolution. 

Mr. Horner said that the workers had at 
learned the lesson that whoever won 
wars the workers always lost. 

Mr. R. Emmerson (Durham Miners), in 
fseconding. declared that if the miners were 
at work this week and an attempt were 
made to lav hands on their Russian comrades, 
they would he out the following week. 

MR. AMMON’S OPPOSITION.

Then, there were the 
home influences; parents were teaching their 
children by the example they set, the weds 
they spoke, and by the temper they. «7s- 
played. Then, there was the school life. 
Some had the choice of schools: but the 
majority had no choice, they could not afford 
an intermediate or secondary school, but they 
had the primary school, and they should send 
their children to it. The State said that the 
primary schools were there, that the children 
should be taught, that sufficient primary 
secular education was guaranteed, and that 
use should be made of these schools. 

Some modern. statesmen thought of 
efficiency in secular education and no more. 
They had all read of the trouble in Mexico, 
and that was owing to the banishment of re- 
ligious education from the schools. In Ire- 
land, - by God's mercy, the situation was 
different. They were allowed to have teachers 
of their own Church, and were given the 
right to organise and to superintend religious 
education in their schools. The State said to 
the Church: “ To you is entrusted the duty 
of bringing children to Christ, that He may 
touch them.” In some places Governments 
kept the Church at arm’s-length, but nowhere 
had the Church larger and more unrestricted 
freedom for teaching children the religion of 
Christ than here. 

Were they doing their part in this work 
of bringing the children to Christ? Were 
they eager to find out what they could do; 
and were they doing it? They had the right 
to organise and superintend the teaching of 
religion by teachers of their own denomina- 
tion in schools. The State spent tens of 
thousands of pounds in the inspection of 
primary education. In religious education they 
were only asking for a few hundred pounds 
for inspection. Where there was a good in- 
spector religious education would be well 
looked after, but where there was not an in- 
spector religious education would recede. He 
asked them to give liberally. to become sub- 
scribers to the Diocesan Board of Education, 
and to take their right position in the great 
work of bringing the little ones to the 
Saviour. 


THE CONVOLVULUS HAWK 
MOTH. 


A correspondent from Enniskerry, County 
Wicklow, writes:—‘‘ I should be very much 
obliged if your readers would kindly let me 
know whether the convolvulus nawk moth is 
often seen in Ireland.

IRISH FISHERMEN. 


DEPUTATION TO PRESIDENT 
COSGRAVE. 


A deputation from the Irish Fishermen's 
Association will be received by President 
Cosgrave at Government Buildings, Dublin, 
next Wednesday. The deputation will lay 
before the President representations regard- 
ing matters of urgency and importance to 
the fishing industry. : 

The Association has already made strong 
representation to the Department of Fisheries 
to alter its present policy with respect to the 
granting of loans, and to hold its hand in 
the matter of issuing writs for outstanding 
arrears against boat owners or guarantors 
until the whole: question has been examined 
and reported upon by a competent com- 
mittee. It has also sought to have held “a 
conference of all the interests connected with 


fishing with a view to the formulation of a/ 


scheme for the general improvement and de- 
velopment of the industry.” The holding of 
a conference such as the Association suggests 
would afford those connected with the in- 
dustry an opportunity to put 
country their plans for the development of 
what should be the country’s second greatest 
industry. 


EAST LONDON ‘“* FIRE ” COMEDY. 


Two overcuats which had been left hanging 
on a fourth floor landing at ‘‘ Winifred 
House,” a crowded tenement building in 
Thrawl street, Spitalfields, caught fire shortly 
after four o’clock last Saturday morning. The 
flames were noticed by people living in an 
adjoining house, and a cry of “ Fire’! was 
raised. with the result that there was a rush 
for safety. 

Upwards of a hundred persons, clad only in 
their night attire, rushed into the street. 

When, however, it was announced a few 
minutes later that the ‘‘ conflagration ” had 
been extinguished with a couple of buckets of 
water, the excitement abruptly subsided:

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REPORT FROM MINISTRY TO 
BE ISSUED. 

The following letter from the Department 
of Agriculture was read at last Saturday’s 
meeting of the Cork County Committee of 
pt Séard at, which Mr. T. Corcoran pre- 
sided. 

“With reference to your order of the 16th 
ult., transmitting copy of a resolution adopted 
by the Cork County Committee of Agriculture 
on the 14th idem, requesting the Department 
to summon a conference in Cork, consisting of 
reprdsentatives of the County Committees of 
Agriculture and of pig feeders in the South 
of Ireland for the purpose of considering the 
best methods of developing the pork trade in 
the. English markets, I have to inform you 
that representalives of the Department have 
attended meetings recently convened by the 
Irish Farmers’ Union for the discussion of 
the changed situation in regard to the supply 
of pork to the English markets, arising out 
of the British Government’s action in pro- 
hibiting the import into Great Britain of 
fresh pork from Holland, Belgium, and other 
European countries. 

“The Department have also caused in- 
quiries to be made in the matter at various 
places in Great Britain, and a repert on the 
subject is now in the course of preparation 
for publication. 
be issued to the various County Committees 
of Agriculture, and when this has been done 
the Department will be prepared to consider 
the advisability of sending representatives 
to discuss the whole matter at Cork or other 
suitable centres.’’ 
_ The Chairman commented on the delay in 
issuing the report, and the secretary was 
instructed to write for it, and on receipt of 
it to call a special meeting of the committee 
to consider it.

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BRITISH FILMS FOR 


INDIA. 
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PRINCES’ £1,000,000 OFFER. 
" A film scheme of far-reaching importance 
has been undertaken by six Indian princes 
with the primary object of creating in India 
a chain of cinemas, in which British films 
will be shown as part of a system of film- 
exchange throughout the Empire, and of 
breaking down what almost amounts to the 
monopoly enjoyed by America. Of the total 
of 54 million feet of films at present im- 
ported into India every year, no less than 5 
million feet come from the United States. 
Germany is the next largest importer, while 
the English contribution is a negligible 
quantity. 

The Indian princes who have made them- 
selves responsible for the enterprise are the 
Maharaia of Alwar, who has offered 
£100,000 and free sites for theatres; the 
Maharaja of Patiala, who will give £30,000; 
the Aga Khan, who will contribtite £25.000; 
the Maharaja of Kashmir, the Maharaja of 
Bikanair and the Maharaja of Jaipur, each 
of whom will also contribute, in addition to 
giving sites, and in some instances building 
the cinemas. The sum represented in these 
offers of money and land amounts to, 
roughly, £1,000,000. 

The princes will receive no profits from 
their scheme, and any surplus there may be 
be handed over to a Trust Fund for 
the extension of the enterprise. Preparations 
for the building of the theatres are now 
being put in hand, and it is hoped that by 
the middle of next year three hundred 
cinemas, in which only British films from 
Britain and the Dominions will be shown, 
will have been erected across India. 

The enterprise is an outcome of the extra- 
ordinary success of the film, ‘‘ The Light of 
Asia.” The film was refused by America, 
but the Indian princes have been so im- 
pressed by the reception given in Europe 
to the film, which had a Royal command per- 
formance at Windsor recently, that they 
determined to push forward with their 
artistic enterprise, aimed at telling the West 
something of the romance and ancient culture 
of the East, and at the same time saving the 
native population of India from gaining a 
distorted conception of Western life and 
morals from the average films which they 
have been accustomed to see up to the 
present.

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** PLACE ” BETTING . 
TO GO? 


SUGGESTED EFFECT OF THE ' 
NEW TAX. 

The suggestion is made that all backing of 
horses for a place, as distinct from bets for a 
wih only, will come to an' end when the new 
betting tax becomes effective in Great Britain 
in November, has awakened wide ifterest 
among small punters. 

‘‘Each way ” bets are at present extremely 
popular with the majority of people who in- 
dulge in small sporting speculations. Indeed, 
according to the bookmakers, a large propor- 
tion of the smaller punters have confined their 
betting to this method, which suited their 
pockets and satisfied a desire for certam dis- 
cretion. 

The effect of the betting tax, it was stated, 
would be to make “each way ” bettimg un- 
profitable for everybody. | 

‘‘Neither punters nor bookmakers will be 
able to afford it.’? a well-known bookmaker 
said to-day. ‘‘If you are to back a horse for 
a ‘win and a place under the new law, it 
means you are taxed twice; w**h small odds 
and your horse placed and not. winning, the 
tax is practically prohibitive. 

‘‘ [Inder the scheme suggested by the Turf 
Guardian Society, by which a client with a 
winning account will have his winnings taxed 
as well as the stake, a bet of £20 each way 
on a 4 to 1 chance would be taxed on £40 
stakes and £100 winnings. 

“The effect of this will be that backers 
will confine their speculations to bets to win 
only, and those who do not like that method 
will not bet at all. So the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer will kill the goose that lays his 
prospective golden eggs.” ; 

Another bookmaker stated that his firm 
would probably advise their clients to have 
nothing to do with place backing, and that 
some firms might even decline to accept such 
business. 

The Press Association was informed that thé 
matter would probably be brought up for dias 
cussion at the meeting of the Northern, 
Southern, and Midland Associations of the 
Bookmakers’ and Backers’ Protection Associa- 
tion at Birmingham to-day.
